In its race to keep ahead of the de¬ 
mand for electric power in California 
the Southern California Edison Com¬ 
pany is constantly breaking records. 
A report of the most recent accom¬ 
plishment has just been received from 
the Big Creek headquarters of the 
company where 3600 men are engaged 
in harnessing the waters of the San 
Joaquin for the use of our rapidly 
growing industries. 

In thirty days a crew of miners 
drove a section of tunnel 21 feet 
square, a total distance of 476 feet 
through solid granite. A standard of 
twelve feet daily had been set by the 
company but this was raised to fif-. 
teen feet, an increase of twenty-five 
per cent, by the men themselves. This 
was accomplished in a section of a 
tunnel whose length when complete 
will he 30,000 feet and will serve to 
carry practically the entire flow of 
the San Joaquin River from its junc¬ 
tion with Big Creek to the site of the 
power house No. 3, where it will be 
utilized. 

Interest Speeds Work 

When one of the men was asked 
why such a record was made he re¬ 
plied, “Well, they need the power 
down yonder as soon as they can get 
it— and then, we’re all partners in 
the company and that makes a dif¬ 
ference.” 

As soon as road work can be com¬ 
pleted work in the tunnel will be clone 
from eight headings and the project 
will be ready for service early in 
1923. 

Construction work in the Big Creek 
country goes on twenty-four hours a 
day. In the tunnels the first crew to 
enter spends its time in drilling holes 
to a depth of eighteen feet. These 
are filled with dynamite and fired by 


electricity. Electric ventilators soon 
draw the smoke from the shaft and 
then a steam shovel is advanced to 
rmove the “muck” as it is termed. 
This is dumped into small cars which 
are then hauled out by emails of an 
are then hauled out by means of an 

There will be an aggregate of 
seventy-five miles of tunnels when the 
Big Creek project is fully developed.

The Story of 
Our States 

By JONATHAN BRACE 
I.—DELAWARE 

T O DELE- 
WARE 
falls the honor 
of being the 
first of the 
orlginul thir¬ 
teen states. 
December 7, 
1787, It officially adopted the Con 
stltutlon and thus was made a 
beginning of our present Federal 
government. According to the 
seventh article of the Constitu¬ 
tion, however, It was necessary 
for nine states to ratify it before 
It actually came Into force. Bo 
It was not until the following 
Juue, by which time eight other 
states hud accepted the Consti¬ 
tution. thut the United States of 
America actually came Into be¬ 
ing. 

The early history of Delaware 
was a varied one. It started In 
1638 when a small party of 
Swedes settled at the mouth of 
the Delaware river and culled It 
New Sweden. In 1655, I’eter 
Stuyvesant, the governor of the 
Dutch colony of New Nether¬ 
lands, annexed this territory. But 
It did not long remain Dutch, 
for In 1664 the English took 
possession. When Pennsylvania 
was deeded to William Penn he 
desired access to the seacoast 
and at his urgent request Dela¬ 
ware was transferred to Penn’s 
proprietorship. From the be¬ 
ginning of the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury, however, Delaware had Its 
separate legislature, and at the 
time of the Revolution It be¬ 
came an Independent state. 

Delaware Is next to the small¬ 
est of our states, having an area 
of only 2,370 square miles. Its 
participation In presidential elec¬ 
tions is limited to three electors. 
This Is arranged according to 
population. Each state Is entitled 
to the same number of presiden¬ 
tial electors as It has members 
of congress, so the Influence of 
the different states in voting for 
the President varies from Dela¬ 
ware’s three electors to New 
York’s 45. 

As to the derivation of the 
Dame Delaware, this was appro¬ 
priately given to the state from 
the river, which In turn was 
named after the bay and the bay 
was called Delaware In honor of 
Lord Delaware, who wan gover¬ 
nor of the Virginia colony In 
1610.
